The Government declares a sum greatly 
in excess of $100,000,000 has been invest- 
ed in the different branches of the busi- 
ness. The defendants control, it is add- 
ed, from 70 to 8 per cent of the film 
business, furnishing approximately 7000 
exhibitors. 

The Motion Picture Patents Co., or- 
ganized in New Jersey in September.

3 BILLION BUSHELS 


St. Louis Grain Man Wages 
$1000 and Offers $10,- 


000 More. 


T. E. Price, a trader on the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, Friday, bet $1000 that 
the corn crop of 1912 would total’ more 
than 3,000,000,000 bushels, and offered to 
wager any part of $10,000 more. Price 
had difficulty in finding takers for his 
bet, despite the fact that the August 
Government crop reports estimated the 
total yield at only 2,800,000,000 bu. About 
$600 of the wager was placed with Chi- 
cago wire houses, and the balance in 
$100 and $50 amounts with floor traders 
on change. 

Price told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he believed his estimate of 3,000, 000, - 
000 bushels was conservative. ‘Never in 
my experience in the grain trade have 
I seen conditions so favorable for corn,” 
he remarked. 

For Price to win his bet the corn crop 
would have to establish a new record 
yield. The previous high record was 
the crop of 1906, which totaled 2,927,000, - 
000 bushels. Last year’s crop was 2,531,- 
488,000 bushels.

They were getting wise to me in New 
York and I made up my mind to play 
the lone game in some other town. 
“Within three years after I struck 
Boston I pulled off from 350 to 400 jobs 
by myself. I went in for sneak thief 
work entirely. I lived like a lord. I 
dressed well and lived on the best in the 
land. I made a specialty of apartment 
house and second-story work. I used 
false keys or open windows. I never 
used a jimmy—no tools at all, and not 
even a gun. 
“Well, I got to smoking the ‘pipe.’ 
While I was under the influence of the 
drug I went to @ small dealer one dav 
with some goods I had held in reserve, 
a lot of jewelry. He wasn’t a fence, 
and as I had a good front he asked no 
questions. But when I went back with 
a bigger piece—I think it was a neck- 
lace worth about $1000—he sized me up, 
and sized up the hop I had in me. He 
spotted me for a thief. I was pinched. 
“The police put me through the 
starvation stunt and broke me. I told 
them where the rest of the stuff they 
had connected me with was, so far as 
I could remember.

Prisoner Threatened and His 
Brother Recently Was Killed 
in Mississippi.

WINONA, Miss., Aug. 16.—Cross-ex- 


amination of witnesses tor the State in 
the trial of Swinton Permenter, charged 
with the murder of Miss Janie Sharp, 


whose body was found hidden in the 
woods, showed that at least a half-dozen 
young men near her home greatly ad- 
mired her. Although it had been gen- 
erally accepted that she was the sweet- 
heart.of the man accused of killing her, 
Earl Ray testified she was engaged to 
him and that the date for the wedding 
had been set. 

Permenter’s brother was killed dees 
ambush a few weeks ago at his home 
on the evening before the day set for 
the trial. The assassin used a shotgun 
and it is believed that he intended to 
kill the murder defendant. It has been 
predicted that Permenter will be slain, 
if he is acquitted at the present trial. 

Recalls Permenter’s Remark. 

David Steed also admitted he was a 
suitor of Miss Sharp. He recalled that 
a few days before her death, Swinton 
Permenter had confided to him that 
Sharp, the girl’s father, had forbidden 
him to call on the girl. 

“The old man may be sorry some 
day,” said Permenter, according to the 
witness. “I would be willing to spend 
the rest of life in jail if I was sure 
she loved me,’’ the witness declares the 
accused remarked. 

Six witnesses asserted Permenter en- 
deavored to discourage the searching 
party from looking in the clump of 
bushes where the murdered girl’s body 
lay. 

“‘Every marriagable man in ‘the coun- 
ty admired Janie,’”’ said Dr. W. M. Cle- 
mons, “and when I was first told she 
was missing, I thought she had eloped. 
Se I devoted the whole evening to call- 
ing on ministers to see if any of them 
had married her.’’ 

Acquitted Man Testifies. 

Tom McElroy who moved to Texas 
shortly after the girl was murdered and 
who was arrested and brought back to 
Mississippi by a detective named Walk- 
er, was a target for the defense when 
he was called. Effort was made to im- 
press on the jury the fact that Walker 
had been assassinated a few days before 
the trial of McElroy, who was acquit- 
ted. On the stand today he asserted he 
bad not seen Miss Sharp for two weeks 
before she was killed. 

Hewlett Ray, also an admirer of Miss 
Sharp, admitted he had carried a shot- 
gun when searching for the girl’s body 
and that he had remarked that if the 
suspicions against Permenter grew any 
stronger he would kill him.

They say that in Ireland Moynihan, 
who allowed himself to be considered 
ajmost in want nere, was the personifi- 
cation of benevolence, paying off mort- 
gages upon his relatives’ homes, giving 
money to help poor boys along, scatter- 
ing largesse wherever he went, until 
his fame overspread the countryside. 

Woman Files a Letter. 

The new claimants are Mrs. Nancy 
Shanahan of Lawrence, Mass., and her 
daughters. A letter Mrs. Shanahan re- 
ceived which she claims was written by 
Moynihan was filed in the Probate Court 
Thursday. Mrs. Shanahan says she is 
Moynihan’s first cousin, the daughter 
of his uncle, Alexander Moynihan, who 
died several years ago. 

Thomas D. Cannon, attorney: for Mrs. 
Shanahan, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Friday the Shanahan’s story of their 
connection with the old teamster-rag- 
picker. In 1910 Mrs. Shanahan’s two 
daughters went to their mother’s birth- 
place in County Kerry, Ireland, for a 
visit. 

That was some time after Moynihan’s 
visit but it was still the talk of every- 
hody they met. Everywhere they went 
they heard something like this: 

“So you are the daughters of Nancy 
Shanahan, she that was a Moynihan? 
Do you know the ‘rich Mr. Moynihan of 
America?’ I think you must be related 
to him, aren’t you?” 

Tells of Moynihan Reply to Letter. 

When the girls went home they told 
their mother, and she said she was con- 
vinced “the rich Mr. Moynihan” was 
Jerry, the son of her uncle, Humphrey 
Moynihan. 
wrote a letter for her to the St. Louisan. 

The answer to this letter, according 
lo Cannon, was the document just filed 
in the Probate Court. It acknowledged 
the relationship, inquired after the 
health of “‘Cousin Nancy’s” family and 
said that all the writer’s family were 
dead except one sister. 

*““‘We have been trying to find this sis- 
ter for a long time,"”’ Cannon said. ‘‘We 
had information she was in Tipperary. 
When Moynihan was in Ireland he ad- 
vertised for her, but could get no news. 

“Uniess she is found I believe my 
Clients will have a valid claim to a 
Share in the Moynihan estate. I be- 
lieve we can establish beyond ques- 
tion that Nancy Shanahan and Jerry 
Moynihan were first cousins.” 


Believes Will Could Be Broken. 
Cannon said he and his clients are 
acting on the assumption that the al- 
leged will filed in the Probate Court sev- 
eral months ago will be found not valid. 
This will purported to bear Moynihan’s 
signature and to leave all his property 
to a young man, Glenn Adonis Bilbert. 
Attached to the will was what pur- 
ported to be an agreement between Moy- 
nihan and Frances Cole, in which the 
pair acknowledged Gilbert as their son.

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ANALYSIS SHOWS 
CYANIDE IN WATER 
WHICH KILLED MAN 


Doctor Testifies at Inquest That 
He Found Enough Poison to 
Cause Death.

Dr. R. F. Amyx of Eleventh and 
Chambers streets testified Friday at the 
inquest into the death of John Meyers 


of 4558 Garfield avenue that he made @ 
chemical test of ‘a bottle of water taken 
from the cooler in the plant of the 
American Fixture Co., from which 
Meyers had taken a drink a few minutes 
before his death, and found sufficient 
quantities of cyanide of potassium to 
cause death. 

Dr. Amyx testified that there was no 
question that Meyers’ death had been 
caused by cyanide poisoning. -Meyers 
died at noon Thursday, within a short 
time after he had drunk from the cool- 
er. John Tracy, a fellow employe, was 
also poisoned from drinking the water, 
but prompt treatment saved him. 

There was no testimony at the inquest 
tending to throw any light on the mys- 
tery of how the cyanide was put into 
the water. 

All the witnesses examined said they 
had no knowledge of how the poison got 
into the cooler. "The water barrel used 
in the plant was exhibited to the jury. 
It still gave off odors which physicians 
said were those of cyanide. The inquest 
was held open until Saturday to await 
the chemical report of Dr. F. W. Abe- 
ken, the Coroner’s physician. 

Several employes of the plant testified 
they tasted the water, after Meyers and 
Tracy were stricken, and detected cyan- 
ide in it. E. M. Mendle, secretary and 
treasurer of the company, testified that 
he did not know how the poisan was 
put in the water, but expressed the 
opinion that it was put into @ cup, in- 
stead of the barrel. 


SALE IS STOPPED BY 
FEDERAL INJUNCTION 


Prospective Bidders for St. Louis 
Blast Furnace Co. Property 
Disappointed. 


Because of a Federal Court injunction 
the sale of the St. Louis Blast Furnace 
Co. property, advertised for noon Fri- 
day at the east courthouse door, did not 
take place.

D. S. Ralston Believes Proposi- 
tion Will Carry in General 
Election. 





BILL FOR RESUBMISSION 





Mayor Willing to Sign Measure if 
Association Can Get Assem- 
bly to Pass It. 





The $2,760,000 bond issue to provide 
money to complete the free bridge will 
be resubmitted to the voters of St. Louis 
at the general election in November, if 
the plans of the Associated Retailers of 
St. Louis are successful. 

The retailers will have introduced in 
the Assembly at its first meeting in 
September a bill to resubmit the bond 
issue, Mayor Kreismann has expressed 
his willingness to sign the bill, if it ‘s 
Passed by the. Assembly, although he 
declared after the defeat of the bond 
issue Aug. 5 that he wotid make no 
further efforts to raise money to com- 
plete the bridge. | 
D. 8S. Ralston, chairman of the Frse 
Bridge Committee of the Associated Re- 
tailers, said that his associates, at a 
recent meeting, had determined to re- 
new the fight to complete the bridge. 

“Must Be Completed.” 

“The bridge must be completed or 
stand as an everlasting disgrace to St. 
Louis,” said Ralston. “If bonds are 
not voted for its completion, it must 
be completed out of the municipal reve- 
nue. That will mean an increase in the 
tax rate, and it has been the experience 
of the city that when tax rates are 
once raised they are seldom lowered. 
“It will be much easier on the taxpay- 
ers to complete the bridge with a bond 
issue running for a period of 20 years 
than by appropriations out of munici- 
pal revenue. _. 

“If the bond issue is submitted to the 
voters in November, when a very large 
majority of all the registered votcrs 
will exercise their right of suffrage, I 
am sure that it will be adopted by a big 
majority. It was defeated Aug. 65 
merely because the people did not go 
out and vote. 

Want Loop Downtown. 

“The presidential election will take 
practically all the voters to the polls. 
l am sure that more than two-thirds of 
the qualified voters of this city are in 
favor of completing the bridge. The 
opposition voted its entire strength in 
the recent election. 

*‘As to the Southern Traction franchise 
the attitude of our association is simply 
this: We want the bridge utilized for 
interurban as well as general railway 
traffic. The Southern Traction Co. is 
the only railroad which has made ap- 
plication to use the bridge. We want 
that railroad built into Southern Iili- 
nois, to put St. Louis into quick and 
continuous communication with that ter- 
ritory. 

“We do not want the franchise of the 
Southern Traction Co. repealed, so far 
e- .ts loop in the business district is 
concerned. The company has, in good 
faith, we believe, declared its willimg- 
ness to relinquish its franchise rights 
ever the bridge, and to accept a permit 
In lieu thereof. This will put the com- 
pany on the same terms ag any other in- 
terurban railroad wishing to use the 
bridge.”’ 


CAPTAIN NEAR TITANIC 
DEFENDS HIS ACTION 


Former Skipper Says He Had No 
Hint of Disaster and Calls 
Willful Desertion Unthink- 


able. 


LIVERPOOL, England, Aug. 16.—W. 
Stanley, Lord, who was captain of the 
Leyland Line steamer Californian at 
the time of the disaster to the Titanic, 
by which 1517 lives were lost, issued a 
statement today defending his conduct. 

The second officer was the only one 
who saw signals, so Capt. Lord declares 
himself justified on relying on that of- 
ficer’s judgment that the vessel sighted 
steamed eight miles between 1 and 2 
o’clock in the morning, whereas the Ti- 
tanic did not move after midnight. 

That any seaman would willfully neg. 
lect distress signals is preposterous and 
unthinkable, in the opinion of Capt. 
Lord, who says the lack of a reply to 
the Morse signals of the Californian 
convinced the officers of that vessel cf 
the unimportance of the previous ro+k- 
ets, while the fact that the vessel was 
reported steaming away was a further 
justification.

HONEST BUSINESS 


NEEDS NO TARIFT 
PROP, WILSON SAYS 


Nominee Tells Gloucester Farm- 
ers They Buy, Not Sell, the 
Things Protected. 


ASSAILS ALDRICH’S ACTS 





‘Parcels Post ‘and Agricultural 
Education, Urged in Platform, 
Emphasized. 


By Associated Press. 

GLOUCESTER, N. J., Aug. 16.—Un- 
der the glare of a hot sun, thousands of 
farmers massed about Gov. Woodrow 
Wilson here yesterday and heard him 
make his first campaign speech since he 
was Officially notified a week ago of his 
nomination to the presidency. 

The Governor spoke extemporaneously 
from an improvised platform at Wash- 
ington Park, where the farmers of New 
Jersey, Delaware and Pennsylvania 
were participating in a farmers’ day 
celebration. The candidate dwelt mostly 
upon the protective tariff, which he 
called “the restrictive tariff,” attacked 
Senator Aldrich and his tariff-making 
associates, pointed out the benefits of a 
merchant marine in connection with the 
Panama Canal and blamed the influence 
of express companies in preventing the 
adoption of a parceils_post. 


Politics Serious Business. 


Gov. Wilson said in part: “I am in- 
terested in politics not as a search for 
office, but as a great contest devoted 
to something very definite and practical 
indeed. Politics ought not to be con- 
sidered as a mere occasion for oratory. 
Politics ought to be considered as a 
branch of the national] business, and a 
man who talks politics ought to tell his 
fellow citizens very distinctly what he 
thinks about their affairs and what his 
own attitude towards them is. 

“Here we are at a farmers’ picnic and 
on this day I suppose we might say that 
the farmers occupy the center of the 
stage. When did the farmers ever oc- 
cupy the center of the stage in our pol- 
itics? I don’t remember any time. I 
have seen the interests of a great many 
Classes specially regarded in legisla- 
tion, but I must frankly say that I have 
seldom seen the interests of the farmer 
regarded in legislation. And one of the 


greatest impositions upon the farmer of 


this country that has ever been devised 
is the present tariff legislation of the 
United States. 

“I have not heard of farmers waiting 
for a hearing before the Committee on 
Ways and Means of the House and the 
Finance Committee of the Senate in 


5} order to take part in determining what 


the tariff schedule should be. While you 
were feeding the world Congress was 
feeding the trusts. Nobody doubts what 
the process of tariff legislation has 
been, because everybody who has been 
curious enough to inquire knows what 
the process of tariff legislation has 
been. 


Purpose Not Class Conflict. 


“I would be ashamed of myself if I 
tried to stir up any feeling on the part 
of any class against any other class. 
[I wish to disavow all intention of sug- 
gesting to the farmer that he go in and 
do somebody up. That isn’t the point. 
All that I am modestly suggesting to 
you is that you break into your own 
house and live there. 

“And I want you to examine very 
critically the character of the tenants 
who have been occupying it. It is a 
very big house and very few people 
have been living in ft, and the rent has 
been demanded of you and not of them. 
You have paid the money which en- 
abled them to live in your own house 
and dominate your own premises. 

“I regard this campaign as I regarded 
the last one and the one before the 
last, and every campaign in which 
people have taken part since the world 
began, as simply a continued struggle 
to see to it that the people were taken 
care of by their own government. And 
my indictment against the tariff is 
that it represents special partnerships 
and does not represent the general in- 
terest. 

“It is a long time since tariffs were 
made by men who even supposed they 
were seeking to serve the general in- 
terest, because tariffs are not made 
by the general body of members of 
either house of Congress. They have 
in the past been made by very small 
groups of individuals in certain com- 
mittees of those houses, who even re- 
fused information to. their fellow-mem- 
bers as to the basis upon which they 
had acted in framing the schedules, 


Aldrich Withdrawal Prudent. 

“One of the gentlemen who has been 
most conspicuously connected with this 
thing has in recent years prudently 
withdrawn from public life. I mean the 
one time senior Senator from Rhode 
Island, Mr. Aldrich. 
“IT at least give Mr. Aldrich the credit 
of having had a large weather eye. He 
saw the weather was changing in Rhode 
Island—even in Rhode Island as well as 
in the rest of the Union; that men who 
had long known he was imposing upon 
them felt that the limit had been 
reached, and they were not going to be 
imposed upon any longer. They saw 


jthat he wasn’t even doing what he pre- 


tended to do, namely, to serve the spe- 
cial interests of Rhode Island, because 
he was serving only some of the special 
interests of Rhode Island and not all of 
them. 

“Now there are varied questions 
which you gentlemen ought to realize 
are pending questions that directly con- 
cern the farmer of this country. The 
tariff intimately concerns the farmer of 
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steel measure, over the veto of the 
Presiden 


Farmer Pays Big Part of Tariff. 


“Tariff measures are not measured 
for the merchant, merely, and the man- 
ufecturer, The farmer pays just as big 
@ proportion of the tariff duties as any~- 
body else. Indeed, sometimes when we 
are challenged to say who the consumer 
is, as contrasted with the producer, 80 
far as the tariff is concerned, I am 
tempted to answer, ‘the farmer,’ be- 
cause he does not produce any of the 
things that get any material benefit 
from the tariff, and he consumes all of 
the things which are taxed under the 
tariff system.’’ 

The Governor explained the benefits 
that might accrue to the farmer from 
the digging of the Panama Canal if the 
merchant marine were restored. He 
continued: 

“One of the great objects in cutting 
that great ditch across the Isthmus of 
Panama is to allow farmers who are 
near the Atlantic to ship to the Pacifico 
Coast by way of the Atlantic ports. 
Now, at present there are no ships to 
do that. And one of the bills pending, 
just passed by Congress, provides for 
free tolls for American ships through 
that canal and prohibits any ship from 
passing through that canal which i» 
owned by any American railway com- 
pany. : 

**You see the object of that. Wedon't 
want the railways to compete with 
themselves, because we understand that 
kind of competition. We want the water 
carriage to compete with the land car- 
riage, so as to be perfectly sure that 
you are going to get better rates around 
by the canal than you would across the 
continent. 

Only Land Without Parcels Post. 


“Then there is another thing in 
which you ought to be deeply inter- 
ested, which is the program of the 
great party you belong to. That is 
the parcels post. This is the only 
civilized country in the world where 
the Government does not see to it 
that rates established by the Govern- 
ment enables men to ship their goods, 
large and small, as they please, from 
one end of the continent to the other. 
We have no parcels post until you 
reach the ports, and from the ports 
to the other side of the Atlantic you 
can have parcels post rates, but you 
can’t have them inside the United 
States. Because—may I conjecture 
the reason—because there are certain 
express companies which object. 

“Now I move that the objections of 
all private enterprises be overruled. 

move that we establish a par- 
liamentary procedure by which they 
will not even be considered, not in 
order that men who have made legiti- 
mate investments of capital may not 
have their proper return for it, but 
in order that they may not look to 
the Government for their proper re- 
turn for it. The trouble with the 
businesg of the United States under 
the tariff is that men think they can’t 
nfake money without the assistance 
of the Government. And as long as 
you allow them to think that, then 
every mother’s son of us is tied to 
the apron strings of the old grand- 
mother, sitting in the 
Washington. 

“But I want at every turn of every 
argument that I make of this nature 
to say that the legitimate business 
enterprises of this country have ab- 
solutely nothing to fear, provided they 
will stand on their own bottoms, but 
that they have everything to fear if 
all they have under them is the prop 
of a tax which everytody is obliged 
to pay, in order that they may be 
able to conduct their business, and 
I believe that that is the just prin- 
ciple of government. 


Three Lines in Piatform Vital. 


“There is another matter in which I 
am deeply interested. There are oniy 
three lines devoted to it in the Demo- 
cratic platform, but there are no lines 
devot to it in the Republican plat- 
form, and there are so many lines in 
the Bull Moose platform that I 
haven’t found it yet. But in the Dem- 
ocratic platform there are three lines in 
which the party declares it to be its 
duty to devote such funds of the na- 
tional government as it may consti- 
tutionally devote to such purposes to 
the promotion of industrial, agricul- 
tural vocational education.”’ 

The Governor explained that the plat- 
form in this connection meant a sys- 
tem of university extension to the farm- 
ers, ing available to the farmer 
the knowledge stored in the universities 
of the cguntry on scientific farming. He 
referred to a bill pending in the House 
of Representatives to promote agricul- 
tural development in that way. 

*You see,”” he remarked, “the men in 
the House are not waiting until you 
elect national officers on their platform. 
They are going ahead with their duty 
now, because our platform is not mo- 
lasses to catch flies: it means busi- 
ness. 


“If prosperity is not to be checked 
in this country, it must broaden our 
borders and make conquest of the mar- 
kets of the world. That is the reason 
that all are so deeply mterested in the 
questiort of which I have spoken, the 
merc t marine, and that also the 
reason why America is so much inter- 
ested in breaking down that dam 
against which all the tides of our pros- 
perity have banked up, that great dam 
that runs around all our coasts and 
which we call the protective tariff. 


Tariff That Holds Us Back. 


“I would prefer to call it the restric- 
tive tariff. I would prefer to call it 
the tariff that holds us back. I should 
prefer to call it the tariff that hems us 
in, the tariff that chokes us, the tariff 
that smothers us, because the great un- 
matched ener of Americans now is 
waiting for a field greater than Amer- 
ica itself in which to prove that Amer- 
icans can take care of themselves. 

“I believe that there is going to 
be a great handsome, peaceful, hope- 
ful revolution on the fifth day of No- 
vember, 1912, and that after that 
revolution has been accomplished that 
the men will go about their business 
saying ‘What was it that we feared? 
We feared chains and we have won 
liberty. We feared to touch anything 
for fear we should mar it. and now

PESSIMISTIC MR. HILLES. 

The Taft cause is already suffering severely 
from Nationa] Chairman Hilles’ inexperience and 
lack of confidence in prediction. He says that 
Mr. Taft is going to carry only 34 states. He 
concedes as many as 114 electoral votes to Mr. 
Wilson, classifies Oklahoma as “doubtful” and 
neglects to make any claims for Mr. Taft in such 
reliably stand-pat states as Mississippi, Texas 
and South Carolina. 

Is an administration whose political assets have 
always been counted largely in the future to have 
its prospects damaged by such a timid underesti- 
mate? Why simply 34 states? Or why even 48 
states only? Mr. Hilles is a pessimist. Make it 
an even 50 at least, or better still 60. 

To make it 80 would show an assumption, if 
nothing more, of that optimism of which the 
emaciated Taft movement is so greatly in need.

WILSON’S LIBERALITY. 

Woodrow Wilson’s reiterated views on the 
question of local option have a special interest 
and meaning for Missouri and St. Louis at this 
time. 

“T am a thorough believer in local self-govern- 
ment,” he says, “and believe that every self-gov- 
ernfng community which constitutes a social unit 
should have the right to control the matter of 
the regulation or of the withholding of licenses.” 

But it is the still broader view that he ex- 
presses on the liquor question in general which 
deserves emphasis everywhere in the nation. 

Gov. Wilson does not exclaim with the vehe- 
mence of bold Archbishop Magee, who, though 
himself an abstainer and wearer of the white rib- 
bon, declared, “I would rather see my country 
free than see it sober.” But we gather that 
Gov. Wilson is not one of those who believe that 
peopie can be made sober by act of Parliament 
or that it is Government’s business to act the 
part of personal guardian or private monitor to 
pluck the sleeve of the free citizen of a republic. 
The liquor question is not one for politics or 
parties, he says, but “essentially nonpolitical, 
nonpartisan, moral and social in its nature.”’ 

It is but a step further to say that the question 
is individual] and personal; indeed the Wilson 
statement implies it, and the stoutest champion 
of personal liberty could hardly have stated his 
case to better advantage. 

The caliber and stature of eminent American 
statesmen have been commensurate with a broad 
recognition of personal liberty, and most of the 
great ones since the birth of the nation have ex- 
pressed themselves freely and pointedly concern- 
ing the propensity of some people to drink and 
of some to object. 

Wilson’s views are alike in breadth, spirit and 
meaning to those of James Madison, who said: 
“It is of great importance to a republic not only 
to guard against the oppression of its rulers, but 
to guard one part of society against the oppres- 
sion of the other. Justice is the end of govern- 
ment; it is the end of civil society.”

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PAUPER MIDDLEMEN OF EUROPE. 

Robert K. MacLea, who is giving Post-Dispatch 
readers Tariff Board secrets they ought to know 
before election, has much information about the 
way the benefits of high protection are diverted to 
persons very remote from those for whom these 
benefits are theoretically intended. 

“In many cases,” he says, “the manufacturer 
does not get the excessive profits. It is taken by 
the middlemen. But it is the excessive tariff that 
permits the middlemen to gouge the consumer.” 

We can understand that the manufacturer may 
originally have given up the larger share of his 
profits on many products as an encouragement to 
the middlemen to push American-made goods 
against a former preference for foreign-made 
goods of the same varteties and that the middle- 
men, strongly organized in many lines, may have 
refused to relinquish them. But why have gentle- 
men of the House Ways and Means Committee 
and Senate Finance Committee, who know the 
facts, continued to levy in the interest of the 
workingman taxes on the consumer whose benv- 
fits go to middlemen? 

Stand-pat spelibinders have never wept over the 
horny-handed middleman. He will thrive whether 
the goods he sells were made at home or abroad. 
Ponderous newspaper leaders have never pcinted 
out to us our patriotic duty to foster an infant 
middleman industry. No platform plank ever 
pledged the taxing power of the Government to 
protect our American middleman from the pauper 
middleman of Europe.

The small vote cast at the primaries proves 
conclusively that voting should be made compul- 
sory. A man is compelled to serve on the jury, 
where only the interests of an individual are 
concerned. Why should he not be cornpelled to 
vote where the interests of all the people are 
concerned? The primary is the origin of all gov- 
ernment, good or bad. Jn the absence of honest 
voters, who should vote, but do not, the bosses 
and their tools nominate bad candidates. It mat- 
ters not whether a Democrat or a Republican is 
finally elected, a bad man is sure to get in, who

Not only should the law make it a criminal of- 
fense for a citizen to fail to vote, without a suf- 
ficient legal excuse, but election day should be 
an absolute holiday.

One Year of a Progressive 
Governor. 


HP® platform upon which Gov. 
Wilson had been elected Go”- 
ernor of New Jersey hal 
promised four principal 
things—which probably not 
a man in the convention that 

adopted it expected to see realized; 
the direct primary, a corrupt prac- 
tices election law, a public service 
commission with power to fix rates, 
and an employers’ liability and work- 
ingmen’s compensation law. 

What was the situation that con- 
fronted this hopeful Governor? 

His party had a majority on joint 
ballot of the Legislature; but the 
Senate, without whose concurrence 
no bill could become a law, stood 


in a majority of 42 to 18 in the As- 
sembly, but many of the party's rep- 
resentatives were connected with the 
old organization and resentful of the 
college president’s advent into poli- 
tics, The Governor’s triumph in seat- 
ing Mr. Martine in the United States 
Senate over ex-Senator Smith’s can- 
didacy had not ended the war be- 
tween him and the old organization. 
It had given him prestige, it had 
heartene@ the friends of good g0v- 
ernment; but it had even more sav- 
agely embittered the old leaders and 
engendered sullenness amon their 
still faithful followers. The State of 
New Jersey had been “run” for years 
4 the allied corporation interests. 
They might put up with the loss of 
a Senator, but legislation that pro- 
posed to fasten a workingmen’s com- 
pensation liability upon them; put 
them, their books and the rates they 
charged under the control of the peo- 
le; and that, above all, proposed to 
estroy the boss system, through 
which they held their domination of 
the Statehouse—such things simply 
could not and should not be. 

If anywhere in the Union the beau- 
tiful theories of representative gov- 
ernment met the ugly realities of 
actual politics, they met them in the 
corporation-ruled State of New Jer- 
sey. 

Gov. Wilson relied from the start 
on the merits of the bills, on public 
sentiment in favor of them, and on 
his power to force the open discus- 
sion of them, He would not permit 
them to be done for in secret confer- 
ences; there should he public debate; 
he would make his own argument for 
the bills so that all the State should 
hear him, and he would compel the 
opponents to give the reasons of 
their opposition publicly. The doors 
of his office always stood open, and 
he encouraged Senators and Assem- 
blymen to make it a habit to come 
to see him and talk things over— 
familiarly, but never secretly. Those 
who did not come, he sent for, on one 
pretext or another, and the matter 
of the bills naturally came up. He 
tola them that he had no patronage 
to dispose of, no promises to make, 
and no warnings to issue, but he 
should like to have them consider 
the bills on their merits, and let him 
know where they stood, 

On the opening of the gg Se oe Ae 
Jan. 10, 1911, it was with difficulty 
that sponsors could be found to in- 
troduce the Governor's bills: Few be- 
lieved that a single one of them could 
be forced through before the end of 
the session. “Very well, then, we 
shall have to have.a special session 
to do: ft,” was Gov. IsOn’s undis- 
mayed réply. “However, let us hope 
that won’t be necessary.” 

First in order came up the primary 
elections bill, to which an Assembly- 
man from Monmouth County had al- 
lowed his name to be given; the Ge- 
ran bill. This revolutionary piece of 
legislation contemplated the turning 
over of both, or all, political organi- 
zations to the people; conventions, so 
easily manipulated by nominating 
bosses, were done away with. All can- 
didates for office from that of con- 
stable to President were to be nomi- 
nated directly by ballot of the peo- 
ple; all party officers, committee- 
men, delegates to national conven- 
tions, and the like, were to be so 
elected by popular ballot, and the 
primary elections at which all this 
was to be done were to be conducted 
by the State under stri¢et laws, the 
election officers being chosen from 
citizens who had passed special civil 
service examinations, The respective 
arty platforms were to be written 
we the party’s candidates for the 
Legislature, meeting together with 
the State committee—the men who, 
if elected, were themselves to carry 
out the platform promises. 

James R. Nugent was in active di- 
rection of the opposition. Nugent 
easily arranged a coalition with the 
Republicans. Their organization was 
equally threatened, and far greater 
than the fall of the minority party 
bosses would be that of the Republic- 
an “Board of Guardians” who had for 
years “bossed” the majority party in 
the State. If the Republican majority 
still in control of the Senate stood 
at, the Geran bill would fail there; 
ut Nugent wanted more; he wanted 
the Democratic lower chamber to re- 
pudiate the Governor’s plan. He was 


‘otgo confident that this could be man-

All campaign expenses must 
be published; corporations may not 
contribute; the maximum amount al- 
lowed to be spon’ by candidates for 
any office is fixed by law. 

New Jersey today has a public util- 
ities commission with power to ap- 
praise property, fix rates, forbid dis- 
criminations, regulate finances, con- 
tro] all sales, mortgages and leases 
in the case of all railroads, steam 
and electric, in the case of express 
companies, of canal, subway, pipe 
line, gas, electric light, heat, power, 
water, oil, sewer, telegraph, telephone 
companies, systems, plants or equip- 
ments for public use.

A considerable amount of winter 
wheat is still in the flelds and in the 
shock, rains delaying threshing, this 
being mostly the case in soft winter 
wheat territory.

Wheat was firm and fractionally high- 
er Friday. The Canadian weather map 
was cool and wet, and traders were ap- 
prehensive of frost damage over the 
border. The domestic weather was fa- 
vorable, although the movement to mar- 


ket in the Southwest fs beifg slightly 
delayed by rains. 

Corn was firm and higher. There was 
manipulation in the September option in 
Chicago, despite more liberal country 
offers yesterday at 2c to 8c under the 
market for September delivery. The 
corn belt had fufther rains and there 
was talk of backwardness: of the crop 
in certain sections, owing to the cool 
weather and abundance of moisture. 

Oats were stronger along with the 
other grains and on a fairly good cash 
demand. 

The Liverpool market opened steady 
and unchanged to %d higher on steady 
American cables and the continued un- 
settled weather in the United Kingdom. 
Following the opening some realizing 
developed, and the market declined %d. 
The pressure was due to a forecast of 
larger world’s shipments this week and 
predictions of -clearing and ‘warmer 
weather in the United Kingdom. The 
receipts for three days were larger, 
epot markets easy and reports from Ar- 
gentine were favorable for the new crop. 
The foreign market closed irregular. 

Liverpool corn opened firm, 4d higher, 
and later held steady with some little 
pressure in the distant months. The 
near month is in a strong ag motge with 
the scarcity and strength in spot and a 
large percentage of the Argentine ship- 
ments going to supply the Continental 
demand. The distant month was easier 
on larger Argentine offers for future 
shipment, and expectation of shipments 
being larger from America.
